Grazing 
Fees O n Public Land 


I ne lee foi grazing cattle on U. S. public lands 
ft iii go up by four cenus— to IO cents from six cents— 
an animal uni* month on May I, nominal beginning 
of .he grazing season. The present range improvement 
fee ex tv, o cents an animal unit month will remain 
unchanged. 


In addition to fees paid the government, range 
users contribute improvement and conservation work 
equivalent, by U, S. Departm ent of Interior estimate, 
to eight cents an animal unit month. The yardstick is 
the amount one horse or cow* or five sheep or goats 
will eat in one month. 
Stockmen using the public range recommended 
upping the grazing fee, though they had long opposed 
«ueh moves in the past. “Ranchers of the West have 
recognized the need for conservation and the improve­ 
ment of the public ranges,” Secretary of Interior Chap­ 
man said in announcing the boost. 
The fee rises affects 58 grazing districts in IO 
Western states—Oregon, California. Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming, Nevada, Utah, 
( olorado, Arizona, 
New 
Mexico, At the same time, acreage rentals will be in­ 
creased comparably for federal range land outside of 
grazing districts. The bulk of such land j.s found in 
W ashing ton and South Dakota, but a great many states 
have small acreage of federal range.

The Pancreas And 
The Gall Bladder 


Needle In The Haystack 
Matter Of Fact 


EVERAL months ago a middle 
aged man was admitted to the 
.hospital in a state of shock. He 
'had awakened in the morning 
feeling fine but after boarding the 
commuter’s train developed a pain 
in the “pit of the stomach.” By the 
time he reached the office, distress 
was so severe he collapsed. The 
physician who was called sent the 
sufferer to the hospital in an am­ 
bulance. 
The upper part of the man s ab­ 
domen was tender to the touch. He 
was drenched in perspiration, the 
pulse was rapid and feeble, and the 
blood pressure was so low the in­ 
tern had all he could do to get it. 
The latter group of symptoms were 
signs of shock and for a short while 
the heart was suspected 
as 
the 
cause of his illness. 


When the question or ordering 
the usual laboratory tests came to 
Hie fore, the physician suggested 
that 
Hie 
blood 
also be analyzed 
for amylase, a ferment manutactur- 
»*d by the pancreas. ‘I his happened 
to be the crux of the matter, i>e- 
cause the level was found to be IO 
times higher than normal. Tile re­ 
sult offered bona fide proof that 
the pancreas was the seat of trouble 
in tills man’s case. It is important 
to make this test early because the 
level remains elevated only during 
tile first 24 to 48 hours of the di­ 
sease. If the physician had waited, 
the amylase concentration 
might 
have been normal by the time he 
became suspicious of the role played 
by the pancreas. 
The infection in this organ sub­ 
sided within a few weeks but the 
work of the physician was not over. 
It is a well established fact that in 
this condition a 50-50 chance exists 
that a diseased gall bladder is re­ 
sponsible. The pancreas and the gall 
bladder are neighbors and the fer­ 
ments from tile former and the bile 
from the latter empty into the in­ 
testine thru a 
common 
opening. 
Should a stone escape from the gall 
bladder and plug the ojjelling there 
is danger that some of the dammed 
up bile will force its way into the 
pancreas. Bile has no business in 
this gland and the ensuing irrita­ 
tion encourages infection ' pancre­ 
atitis i. 


X-rays were done and the gall 
bladder was found to be diseased. 
Removal of the sac was suggested 
and, altho cure could not be guar­ 
anteed, this operation offered the 
best chance for complete recovery. 
After the operation the man’s condi­ 
tion improved and he has since 
been feeling fine. 
The pancreas is one of our vital 
organs and, fortunately, it rarely 
becomes infected. 
It produces two 
entirely different types of secretion. 
The internal secretion is insulin, 
which goes into the blood stream 
and functions in the metabolism of 
sugars and starches. When this hor­ 
mone is deficient, diabetes results. 
Tile 
external 
secretion 
consists 
of enzymes which are poured into 
the intestinal tract, where they help 
to break down fats and proteins.

Fees On Public Land 


Ihe lee for grazing cattle on U. S. public land.s 
w.ll go up by four cen Us—to IO cents from six cents— 
an animal unit month on May I, nominal beginning 
o: the grazing season. The present range improvement 
fee cf two cents an animal unit month will remain 
unchanged. 


In addition to fees paid the government, range 
u*er.-> contribute improvement and conservation work 
equivalent* by U. S. Department of Interior estimate, 
to eight cents an animal unit month. The yardstick is 
the amount one hon-e or cow' or five sheep or goaUs 
will eat in one month. 
Stockmen using the public range recommended 
upping the grazing fee, though they had long opposed 
such moves in the past. “Ranchers of the West have 
recognized the need for conservation and the improve­ 
ment of the public ranges.” Secretary of Interior Chap­ 
man ."aid in announcing the boost. 
The fee rises affects 58 grazing districts iii IO 
Western states— Oregon, California. Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming, 
Nevada,

creased comparably for federal range land outside of 
grazing districts. The bulk of such land is found in 
Washington and South Dakota, bul a great many states 
have small acreage of federal range.

G : a lug Act of 1934, regulation of the use of the 
public range was then scored by one critic, represent­ 
ing those who wanted federal public lands returned 
to the slates, a> a step “to take away from the live- 
fo c k industry of the West the free use of 173.000,000 
p.eres of public domain, abolish the 640-acre home- 
s ’ead and desert entry law^, and retard the political

Bul opposition to the 1934 act was likened by Rep.

Revenues from grazing use yieded $1.5 million iii 
the lineal year 1950. Nearly 32,000 livestock operators 
used federal land.

The Pancreas And 
The Gall Bladder 


Needle In The Haystack 
Matter O f Fact 


i\ 


EVERAL m onths ago a middle 
aged m an was adm itted to the 
.hospital in a state of shock. He 
'had aw akened in th e m orning 
feeling fine but after boarding the 
com m uter’s train developed a pain 
in the “pit of the stom ach.” By the 
tim e h e reached th e office, distress 
was so severe he collapsed. The 
physician who was called sent the 
sufferer to the hospital in an am ­ 
bulance. 
The upper p art of the m an ’s ab­ 
domen was tender to the touch. He 
wats drenched in perspiration, the 
pulse was rapid and feeble, and the 
blood pressure was so low the in ­ 
tern had all he could do to get it. 
T he latter group of symptoms were 
signs of shock and for a short while 
the h e a rt was suspected 
as 
the 
cause of his illness. 


W hen the question or ordering 
the usual laboratory tests came to 
the fore, the physician suggested 
ti ut t 
the 
blood 
also be analyzed 
for amylase, a ferment im tnulaelur- 
e<i by the pancreas, ’th is happened 
to be the crux of the m atter, be­ 
ta use the level was found to be IO 
times higher than norm al. T he re­ 
sult offered bona fide proof th a t 
the pancreas was the seat of trouble 
in tills m an’s case. It is im portant 
to m ake this test early because th e 
level rem ains elevated only during 
the first 24 to 48 hours of the di­ 
sease. If the physician had waited, 
th e am ylase concentration 
m ight 
have been norm al by Hie time he 
became suspicious of the role played 
by the pancreas. 
T he infection in this organ sub­ 
sided w ithin a few wreeks but the 
work of the physician was not over. 
I t is a well established fact th a t in 
this condition a 50-50 chance exists 
th at a diseased gall bladder is re ­ 
sponsible. Tile pancreas and the gall 
bladder are neighbors and the fer­ 
m ents from the form er and the bile 
from the latter em pty into the in ­ 
testine

Should a stone escape fiyin the gall 
bladder and plug the ojieniiig there 
is danger th a t some of the dam m ed 
up bile will force its way into the 
pancreas.

In addition to fees paid the government, range 
users contribute improvement and conservation work 
equivalent, by U. S. Department of Interior estimate, 
lo eight cents an animal unit month.

It is important 
to make this test early because the 
level remains elevated only during 
Ute first 24 to 48 hour* of the di­ 
sease. lf the physician had waited, 
the amylase concentration might 
have been normal by tile time be 
became suspicious of the role played 
by the pancreas. 
The infection in this organ sub­ 
sided within a few weeks but the 
work of the physician was not over. 
It is a well established fact that in 
tills condition a 50-50 chance exists 
that a diseased gall bladder is re­ 
sponsible Tile pancreas and the gall 
bladder are neighbors and the fer­ 
ments from Ute former and Die bile 
lrom the latter empty into the in­ 
testine thru a <ommon opening. 
Should a stone escape from the gall 
bladder and plug the owning there 
is danger that some of the dammed 
up bile w’ill force us way into the 
pancreas. Bile has no business iii 
tins gland and the ensuing irrita­ 
tion encourages infection ‘pancre­ 
atitis*. 


X-rays were done and the gall 
bladder was found to be diseased. 
Removal of the sac was suggested 
and, altho cure could not be guar­ 
anteed, this operation offered tho 
best chance for complete recovery. 
After the operation the man’s condi­ 
tion improved and he has since 
been feeling fine. 
Tile pancreas is one of our vital 
organs and, fortunately, it rarely 
becomes infected. 
It produces two 
entirely different types of secretion. 
The internal secretion is insulin, 
which goes into the blood stream 
and functions in the metabolism of 
sugars and starches. When this hor­ 
mone is deficient, diabetes results.

of enzymes which are poured into 
the intestinal tract, where they help 
to break down fats and proteins.

REPLY 
Most authorities on blood believe 
that vitamin H12 is useful only iii 
the so-called macrocytic anemias of 
which the most common are per­ 
nicious anemia and sprue. In oilier 
words, it is of little value as a gen­ 
eral tonic or in the type of anemia 
due to iron deficiency.

A United States senator has a six- 
year term. But the President is 
limited to a four-year term and 
Washington, who possessed an un­ 
erring instinct for the future, *et 
the precedent of a limit of two 
terms, a rule followed 
diligently

As a result of MacArthur’* subtle 
opposition, the new supreme com­ 
mander Is no higher in military 
rank than six of his subordinate 
admirals and generals in the Far 
East. However, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff are now rushing a fourth star 
and the rank of full general for 
Ridgway. 
Several 
weeks 
ago. the 
Joint 
Chiefs recommended Ridgway for 
promotion from lieutenant general 
to full general, and, as a matter of 
routine, cabled MacArthur for his 
approval. But instead of adding an 
endorsement, 
MacArthur 
simply 
ignored the Ridgway cable. 
Two weeks later, tile Joint Chief* 
cabled MacArthur again, reminding 
him that he was holding up Ridg­ 
way'* 
promotion. 
However, Mac­ 
Arthur let the matter stew another 
two weeks. Then, instead of agree­ 
ing to an unqualified promotion, 
MacArthur recommended that Lt. 
Gen. George Stratemeyer, Air Force 
commander, and Vice Adm. Turner 
Joy, Naval commander, also be pro­ 
moted to the same rank, along with 
Ridgway. 
This temporarily prevented any­ 
one from being promoted, because 
the Joint Chiefs were not ready 
ta award fourth stars to Strate­ 
meyer and Joy. It also kept Ridg­ 
way, whose success in Korea has 
aroused jealousy in the MacArthur 
camp, from becoming—at that time 
- the second ranking commander in 
the Far East.
